This quote from claim 1 only states that there is 
ink data overlaid on a text image. It does not specify where or how it is overlaid as is being argued by the Applicant above. However, 
Forcier teaches the shifting or word wrapping of script or ink data (as recited in claim 1) to maintain the user's word spacing (c.3,L3-
